Mr©  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Administration  of  Withemsea  Urban  District  for  1956. 

Vital  Statistics . 

The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  total  population  of  Withernsea, 
including  members  of  the  Armed  Forces,  is  4980  at  mid-year  1956*  a  decrease 
of  10  from  the  preceding  year.  From  a  low  point  of  4266  in  1945  the 
population  steadily  grew  to  4965  in  1948.  From  this  year  the  population  has 
fluctuated  between  4810  in  1949  and  4990  in  1955,  breaking  through  to  5023 
in  1951  o  This  slight  fluctuation  in  population  must  be  expected  for  many 
reasons.  Economic  considerations  such  as  travelling  expenses,  house  rents, 
rates,  etc.,  are  balanced  against  the  undoubted  advantages  of  living  in  a 
small  clean  sea-side  town. 

The  future  rate  of  growth  appears  to  lie  in  three  directions,  first 
and  foremost  continued  development  as  an  ideal  seaside  resort,  and  this 
means  much  thought  and  perseverance  from  the  health  angle,  especially  in 
the  provision  of  cleanliness,  on  the  beach,  in  the  shops  and  in  the  houses 
and  streets.  Secondly  development  as  a  residential  area,  both  for  the 
young  family  and  for  the  retired  elderly  couple.  For  the  young  family 
Y/i  thorns  ea  can  offer  unrivalled  educational  facilities,  and  for  the  retired 
a  quiet  happy  atmosphere  and  a  warm  welcome.  Thirdly  to  attact  light 
industrial  development  such  as  milk  products,  electricial  household 
articles,  etc..

72  live  births,  39  males  and  33  females  were  registered  giving  a 
Birth  Rate  of  14.4  per  1 ,000  population.  Last  year  there  v/ere  64  live 
births  giving  a  rate  of  12082.  (E, Riding  of  Yorkshire  Birth  Rate  1956  »  14*4) 

When  the  Birth  Rate  is  corrected  by  the  Area  Comparability  Figure, 
a  figure  which  makes  allowance  for  the  ago  groups  which  predominate  in 
the  Area,  which  this  year  is  1.1,  the  Birth  Rate  rises  to  15.89  per  1,000 
population©  Thus  allowance  is  made  for  the  good  proportion  of  the  resident 
population  which  is  in  the  higher  age  groups  where  the  expectation  of 
children  is  lessened. 

Of  the  72  children  born  6  were  illegitimate,  giving  an  Illegitimate 
Rate  of  over  8 %  or  one  to  every  12  to  13  births.  This  rate  is  the  same 
as  in  1954® 

In  addition  to  the  72  live  births,  there  was  1  female  still  birth, 
which  was  legitimate. 

521^2 Rate. 

75  residents  died  during  1956;  3  more  than  the  number  of  births. 

Ox  those  35  were  males  and  40  females.  This  figure  includes  residents 
who  happened  to  die  away  from  home,  e.g0  in  Hospital.  Of  the  males  27 
died  in  the  first  three  Quarters  of  the  year  and  8  in  the  last  Quarter. 

Of  the  females  the  figures  are  32  and  8  respectively.

Of  the  males  23 ,  i*e,  nearly  tv/o-thirds  of  all  deaths,  occurred  in 
people  aged  63  or  over;  and  11,  i*ec  nearly  y,  in  people  aged  75  and  over;, 
So  that  about  one  male  in  three  in  Withemsea  lived  over  75  years. 

Of  the  females  92^  of  all  deaths  occurred  in  people  aged  63  and  ever, 
and  60%  in  people  aged  75  and  over;  so  that  nearly  2  out  of  every  3  women 
lived  to  be  over  75  in  Withemsea  © 


The  Death  Rate  is  15  per  1,000  population,  a  decrease  of  3  ©4  per 
1  ,000  compared  with  last  year  and  an  increase  of  1  09  per  1  ,000  compared 
with  19 54?  The  Death  Rate  for  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire  is  1 2  .45 » 

When  the  figure  is  adjusted  by  the  Area  Comparability  Figure  of  0®84 
the  Death  Rate  is  reduced  to  1 2  0 6  per  1,000,  which  is  what  the  Death  Rate 
would  have  been  if  there  had  not  been  a  greater  proportion  of  older  retired 
people  in  Withemsea  than  is  generally  found  throughout  the  whole  country® 

Of  the  deaths.  Heart  and  Circulatory  Disease  claimed  24;  just  under  3 
of  all  deaths,  i.o.  1  person  in  3  died  from  some  form  of  Heart  Disease* 

13  of  the  2X\.  deaths  from  Heart  and  Circulatory  Disease  were  due  to 
Coronary  Thrombosis  and  Angina,  5  females  died  from  Valvular  Disease  and 
4  females  and^  1  male  from  Circulatory  Diseases,  Hypertension  caused  only 
1  death  (male)  as  compared  with  5  last  year. 

Cancer  was  second  in  causes  of  death;  7  males  and  8  females  dying 
from  it. 

The  distribution  was  as  follows?-

9  males  and  4  females  died  from  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  0 

Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis  caused  2  and  3  deaths  respectively 0 

Thus  we  see  that  Heart  Disease,  Cancer  and  Cerebral  Haemorrhage 
caused  52  out  of  the  75  deaths,  i.e®  nearly  3  out  of  every  4®

There  were  no  deaths  from  Pregnancy,  Childbirth  or  Abortion  during 
the  year.

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire  is  24o20, 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  last  12  years  there  were  2 6 
Still-Births,  only  1  of  these  was  illegitimate 

Further  looking  at  Infant  Mortality  during  these  years  in  only  one 
year  was  there  a  death  in  a  illegitimate  child,  via.  in  1 94&  when.,  out  of 
12  illegitimate  children,  one  died  under  one  year  of  age.© 

It  is  said  that  this  rate  is  the  most  reliable  and  sensitive  guide  we 
have  of  the  social  and  sanitary  conditions  in  any  area.  These  figures  are 
ovidonce  of  the  changed  outlook  in  the  treatment  of  unmarried  mothers.

Ooaparison  with  the  causes  of  deaths  in  preceding  years  shows  no  deaths 
from  Tuberculosis;  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  have  been  falling  for  several 
years. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  do  not  show  much  variation  from  the  previous  year; 
but  deaths  from  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  are  much  fewer 9  Heart  Disease  caused 
the  same  number  of  deaths  as  last  year  but  seems  to  be  on  the  increase 
especially  Coronary  Thrombosis «  Deaths  from  other  causes  are  about  the  same  0 
It  is  interesting  to  correlate  the  oausea  of  death  to  the  age  groups:** 
Cancer  -  There  were  no  deaths  in  the  ago  group  0  «  45;  from  46  -  64  there  were 
4  deaths 3  from  65  -  74-?  5  deaths  and  from  75  and  over ,  6  deaths.  This 
year  the  majority  of  the  deaths  were  over  75. 

Heart  and  Circulation  -  10  of  the  deaths  were  in  the  ago  group  45  -  64?  and  of 
these  3  were  under  60 ,  the  remainder  were  over  65  o 
Deaths  from  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  were  again  few  in  number  and  all  over  65# 
Of  10  deaths  notified  as  due  to  Senility,  8  wore  over  75*

Measles .  -  There  was  an  epidemic  of  a  mild  form  of  Measles  chiefly  among 
children  in  the  Infant  School  in  the  months  April  to  June,

General  Provision  of  ^Health  Services . 

Ho  :  jital  treatment  is  provided  for  in  this  area  at  the  Hull  Hospitals, 
at  the  Westwood  Hospital,  Beverley,  and  the  General  Hospital,  Driffield,  where 
there  are  full  facilities  for  X-ray  and  laboratory  examinations,.  Hospitals 
and  out-patient  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  are 
included  within  the  Health  Service, 

Pacilities  for  the ^foista-on^  bacterial  infections,  chiefly  as  concerns 
food,  water,  etc,,  are  provided  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  High  Street, 
Hull.

The  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  their  infants,  including 
unmarried  mothers  and  their  children,  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Council 
through  clinics  and  domiciliary  midwifery  services «  Other  semccs  provided 
by  the  County  Council  include  health  visitingj  hone  nursing^  heme  help 
facilities |  arrangements  for  vaccination  and  immunisation  against  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough  and  Tuberculosis ; and  Ambulance  Service. 

Aoocomodation  for  all  persons  needing  care  and  attention  because  of  ago, 
infirmity  or  other  circumstances,  apart  from  nursing  and  medical  cases,  is 
provided  by  the  County  Council  in  accord  with  their  responsibilities  under 
the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  which  also  requires  them  to  provide  a 
Welfare  Service  for  the  blind,  deaf  or  dumb  and  other  persons  permanently 
handioapped  by  congenital  deformity,  illness,  injury  or  such  other 
disabilities  so  recognised  by  the  Minister  of  Health*  Regular  medical  and 
sick  nursing  arrangements  are  undertaken  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Action  under  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948,  ms  not  required  during  the  year,  as  it  was  found  possible  to 
admit  through  voluntary  action,  any  old  persons  needing  care  and  attention 
to  one  of  the  County  Council’s  Old  People’s  Homes,  in  co-operation  with 
County  officials. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  average  rainfall  for  9  stations  in  the  Bast  Riding  for  the  12  months 
of  1956  was  29*63  inches,  as  compared  with  the  average  annual  rainfall  of 
26.19  inches  for  the  9  stations  during  the  3  years,  1951  -  55 « 

July  and  August  were  two  of  the  wettest  months  of  the  year© 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  under  Contract  from  the  Kings ton-upon-Hull 
Corporation,  the  contract  dating  from  February,  1916* 

The  supply  is  piped  under  pressure  to  a  twwer  at  Rimswell,  2y  miles  west 
of  Withemsea,  and  is  then  distributed  by  gravitation.  The  supply  has  been 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  and  there  have  been  no  restrictions  on 
the  use  of  hosepipes  and  the  -use  of  mains  water  for  washing  cars.  Frequent 
Bacteriological  and,  Chemical  examination  of  the  water  is  carried  out0

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The  area  is  drained  on  the  combined  system  and  the  sewage  is  discharged 
into  the  sea  without  treatment,  the  point  of  discharge  being  opposite  the 
central  promenade,  fouling  of  the  beaches  with  sewago  takes  place.  The  new 
scheme  of  sewerage  comprising  no;?  sewers,  settling  tanks,  sludge  lagoons  and 
sea  outfall  sewer  which  was  envisaged  has  not  yet  come  to  fruition  and  a 
further  less  costly  scheme  has  now  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government. 

12  samp3.es  of  sea  water  have  been  collected  each  week  from  points  along 
the  foreshore  covering  a  distance  of  1 ,800  yards  north  of  the  existing  outfall 
sewer  and  1  ,800  yards  south  of  the  outfallft  These  have  been  submitted  to 
Dr 9  I©  Ma  McCoy  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Hull  for  bacteriological 
examination  in  connection  with  research  he  is  carrying  out  which  will  be  of 
use  in  judging  the  degree  of  sewage  pollution  along  the  beach® 


Colloction^and^Disposal^of  Roflise_and_Night  Soil* 

Night-Soil  from  approximately  304  privies  at  the  various  holiday  caravan 
camps  in  the  area  is  collected  weekly  with  a  covered  metal  bodied  motor 
vehicle  and  disposed  of  on  farms  outside  the  district* 

A  similar  vehicle  is  employed  for  the  weekly  collection  of  domestic  and 
trade  refuse  which  is  dealt  with  at  the  Incinerator  Station*  1 ,346  loads 
(approx®  2019  tons)  of  house  refuse  and  159  loads  (approx  159  tons)  of  trade 
refuse  were  collected* 


The  agreement  entered  into  with  a  local  scrap  metal  etc0,  merchant, 
whereby  ho  undertook  to  sort  the  refuse  delivered  to  the  Incinerator  Station 
and  retain  and  dispose  cf  the  salvaged  materials,  has  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily®
